Tha t a sma llpox epidemic (in a 
mild form ha s prev ailed in the south­ 
ea stern pa rt of the county since la st 
Februa ry , w a s 
determined by Hr. 
Frank II. Green, county health of­ 
ficer, toda y a fter due inv estiga tion 
had been made. 
It wa s found that 
the first ca se w a s loca ted in the home 
of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
William 
George, 
south of New Salem, when their son 
Riley came home from Omaha, Neb­ 
ra ska . with the disea se. 
It is believ ­ 
ed tha t the disea se ha s been prev a ­ 
lent there since that time, but tha t it 
w a s nev er discov ered until Tuesda y , 
when it wa s found tha t Ra y Kelso 
w a s afflicted with it. 
The inv estiga ­ 
tion ha s .resulted in the discov ery of 
the fa ct tha t no less tha n 
fifteen 
that the homes are all open and good 
ha v e been in that v icinity since Feb­ 
ruary . 


The county hea lth 
commissioner 
sa id toda y that there wa s no need for 
a la rm ov er the situation. 
lie sa y s 
tha t there are not more than two or 
three ca ses of a ny consequence now 
a s most all of the pa tients who hav e 
been found to be suffering with the 
ailment, are on the road to recov ery . 
He decla res tha t sma llpox is not near 
so da ngerous in the summer time a s 
it is in the winter, due to the fa ct 
tha t the homes ade all open and good 
v entila tion is had. 
The fa ct that the 
epidemic lia s ex isted since February 
and so few ca ses ha v e resulted from 
the many people who no doubt ha v e 
b^en ex posed, is proof enough that 
thfcre is no need for fear.

At their offices a b ureau of 
records of males arrested for pub lic 
intoxication shall b e kept. 
W henev er 
any male person is arrested for pub ­ 
lic intoxication the b oard must b e no­ 
tified of such arrest, and the name and 
address of the person arrested giv en 
to the b oard. 
A field officer of the 
b oard of ineb riety shall 
inv estigate 
the case and ascertain if the prisoner 
has any person dependant upon him 
for support, and all the facts ab out 
him. 
If it is found that ’he prisoner 
has not b een arrested b efore, he may, 
after recov ering from his intoxication, 
sign a request for his immediate re­ 
lease. 
In this request he must in ad­ 
dition to b is own name and address, 
giv e names of any persons dependent 
upon him for support, must giv e his 
place of employment, if any, and must 
state that he has not b een arrested fcr 
pub lic intoxication within the twelv e 
months next preceding. Upon the pre­ 
sentation of such a statem ent to the 
court the prisoner will b e released. 
The act prov ides that any male per­ 
son who is resident of the city of New’ 
York, and who is adjudged b y a court 
of record’ to b e an ineb riate, may b e 
committed b y such court to the b oard 
for a period of not less than one year 
nor more than three years. The b oard 
has power to parole inm ates when 
their condition w arrants. 
If any per­ 
son committed to the hospital or in­ 
dustrial colony is financially ab le to 
pay his way, the b oard can collect 
money for his expenses.

The affliction is commonly referred to 
as milk sickness from the fact that 
any person or animal partaking of 
the milk of a cow when she is in this 
poisoned condition will become in­ 
stantly deathly ill and in some cases 
death has been known to ensue.
